LONDON, April 29.—Great Bri- 
tain accelerated her efforts to 
bring Russia into the Anglo- 
French eastern front today after 
completing an official study of 
Chancellor Hitler's speech. 
Viscount Halifax, foreign minis- 

ter, summoned the Soviet ambassa- 
dor, Ivan Maisky, to the foreign 
office today and was reliably re-

The Polish press, a few hours 
after political editors had been 
summoned to the foreign office 
for a conference, unleashed a bit- 
ter attack on Hitler, declaring his 
flenunciation yesterday of the 
German. Polish non - aggression 
pact and his new demands had 
“completely destroyed” all hopes 
of peaceful co-operation. 

The Polish war ministry set in 


motion a series of precautionary 


measures, especially near Danzig. 
Poland has 1,300,000 men under 
arms. 


Poland's attitude, expressed by a 
foreign office spokesman, was that 
attempts to put pressure on Poland 
would be answered “promptly and 
in the same manner.” The inde- 
pendent newspaper Jurpur Polski 
said: 

“Hitler's speech was a speech of 
a man burning all his bridges— 
bridges that would have permitted 
Germany t> avoid throwing her- 
self over the precipice of war.” 

It was declared the Polish-Ger- 
man 10-year non-aggression treaty 
of 1934 had long been the keystone 
of Hitler's foreign policy—never to 
be forced to face enemies on both 
his eastern and western frontiers. 
For this reason Polish officials took 
a grave view of the situation. Some 
observers expressed the belief in 
burning this bridge Hitler was 
“preparing ¢c the worst,” 

Further improvement of Poland's

Republic Took Unuswat 
Course In Electing Al- 
bert Lebrun

PARIS, April 20.—Elcotion of 

Albert Lebrun to a second seven- 

year term as President of France 
reflected his almost unprecedent- 

4 popularity in a country where 
the citizens for more than 50 years 
have mocked, criticized or abused 
their chief executives. He will 
start his new term May 11. 

Actually the election April 5 
created little excitement in Paris, 
although four independent candi- 
dates were detained by police for 
creating a disturbance. While the 
people do not directly elect their 
president, any man who pays his 
taxea and “obeys his Wife” may 
submit his name as a candidate, The 
citizen {is oblized to buy a newe- 
paper to see who has been chosen 
for the post by the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate in the 
Palace at Versailles. 

With no serious rivals, M. Lebrun 
received 506 of the 910 votes cast. 
The only other President of France 
ever re-elected was Jules Grevy. 
He resigned in 1887 in the second 
year of his new term. 


OTHER PRESIDENTS 


How little the ordinary French 
citizen has to do with the choos- 
ing of his president is indicated by 
the story told about one of the 
first presidents of France, Felix 
Faure. At the time there lived in

Saskatchewan Liberal Says 
60-Cent Guarantee Not 
Good Enough 


OTTAWA, April 29—The gov- 
ernment was given its first public 
warning from fits own ranks in the 
Howse of Commons last night that 
the proposed guarantee of a 60- 
cent initial wheat price was not 
good enough. 

Fred Johnston, veteran Liberal 
member from Lake Centre, Sask. 
stated simply that “under existing 
conditions our people cannot get 
along with a 60-cent initial price.” 

He injected the controversial 
wheat question into the first day's 
debate on the budget of Hon. 
Charles Dunning, minister of fin- 
ance. 

A want-of-confidence amendment 
was introduced by Hon. J. Earl 
Lawson, Conservative financial 
critic, detailing his charges of inac- 
tion and waste. M. J. Coldwell, 
C.C.F. spokesman, followed with a 
sub-amendment deploring the fact 
the government had not seen fit to 
reduce the sales tax although it was 
providing a reduction in certain 
corporation taxes. 

Mr. Lawson asserted government 
revenues were down, as revealed in 
the budget, not because of unem- 
ployment or the wheat guarantee 
but because the administration was 
“weak and wasteful.”

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Putting Alberta on a Main Route 


Alberta, it is said, received less than 
one-half of one per cent of the tourist 
money spent in Canada during 1937: indi- 
cating how trifling a fraction of the visit- 
ors come this way. As some of the finest 
scenery in Canada is found within this 
province, including the great mountain 
parks, the blame for this unsatisfactory 
showing cannot be charged to nature. 
Distance from the great centres of popu- 
Jation in the United States is no doubt the 
chief reason why Alberta draws only a 
“handful” of the great army of outsiders 
who holiday in the Dominion. 

Completion of the Trans-Canada high- 
way will help to remove that disadvant- 
age. Bridging of the gap around the Big 
Bend of the Columbia will go a long way 
to improve Alberta’s position, and that 
job is to be finished this year, Which, by 
the way, is being done at no expense to 
the province; another item in the long list 
of very practical benefits which come to 
Alberta because it is a part of the Do- 
minion, — 

When main highways and circle tours 
enable the mountain parks to exert their 
full drawing power on motor tourist traf- 
fic, it is possible the tourist spendings in 
Alberta will rival the value of the pro- 
vince’s wheat crop. The wheat grown in 
the Dominion last year was not worth as 
much money as visitors from other coun- 
tries spent in the nine provinces. What 
was true of the Dominion last year may in 
the not remote future be true of Alberta. 


Shifting the Burden 


When the Mayors of Canadian cities 
journeyed to Ottawa some years ago to 
persuade the Dominion Government to as- 
sume the whole burden of unemployment 
relief they failed to convert Mr. Bennett. 
Nor has Mr. Fennett’s successor accepted 
the doctrine. 

But under both the former and the 
present Governments there has been a 
pretty continuous and very marked ex- 
tension of Dominion assistance to local 
authorities, to whom it has been insisted 
relief demands belong in the first in- 
stance. Hon. Norman Rogers has an- 
nounced some further extensions of fed- 
eral aid, which, taken together, will lift 
another considerable share of the relief 
burden from the municipal treasuries. 

The provinces are asked to join the 
Dominion in contributing on a fifty-fifty 
basis up to 40 per cent each of the cost of 
direct relief, leaving the municipalities to 
provide 20 per cent. The best previous 
arrangement was a three-way division of 
the costs, under which the municipality 
had to pay its third—in addition to the 
expense of administering the funds. That 
was changed to a set monthly federal 
grant to each province, the province in 
turn passing along a part of the money 
and keeping part, with less than the in- 
tended benefit to the municipalities. If 
the provinces agree to the new proposal, 
the municipalities should benefit very 
substantially. 

In addition, the Dominion will continue 
to advance 2 per cent loans to munici- 
pal councils for carrying out self-liquidat- 
ing projects. But there is the further 
important concession that the Dominion 
will pay one-half of the labor costs of or- 
dinary civic improvements, if the province 
concerned agrees to pay the other half. 

The federal treasury will also supply 
half the cost of taking care of transients, 
provincial treasuries to supply the bal- 
ance. And the Housing scheme and the 
Home Improvement Loan scheme—which 
are of very great importance to munici- 
palities in giving employment while in- 
creasing the assessable value of property 
-—-are to remain in operation. 

If the point has not been admitted 
that the Dominion should bear the whole 
cost of unemployment relief, the very 
definite trend of these practical measures 
is to transfer relief costs from the muni- 
cipality to the Dominion. Thus what the 
cities sought, and failed, to secure at a 
stroke, is coming about by a process of 
evolution under pressure of persisting un- 
employment, 


Negation by Evasion 


Two weeks ago President Roosevelt 
addressed a message to Chancellor Hitler 
in which he asked: “Are you willing to 
give assurances that your armed forces 
will not attack or invade the territory or 
possessions of the following nations: Fin- 
land, Katonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Sweden,

Norway, Denmark, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium, Great Britain and Ireland, France, 
Portugal, Spain, Switzerland, Leichten- 
stein, Luxemburg, Poland, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia, Russia, Bulgaria, 
Greece, Turkey, Iraq, The Arabias, Syria, 
Palestine, Egypt and Iran’. If so, the 
President pledged the United States to 
actively assist in bringing about “progres- 
sive disarmament” and a _ reconstruction 
of trading conditions which would afford 
every country free access to raw mater- 
ials and world markets. 


If the Chancellor spent the interven- 
ing period in studying what response 
he could make that would further the 
cause of international peace and ‘econ- 
omic recovery it was a waste of time and 
labor. For his speech on Friday added 
little to the world’s knowledge of the sub- 
ject and still less to its sense of security. 

The Fuehrer made plain that he is 
peeved at the unerring accuracy with 
which the President singled him out as 
the Number One menace to world har- 
mony and prosperity. He repeated his 
well-known version of the history of the 
last quarter of a century. He lauded him- 
self as the agent of Providence in leading 
the German people out of distress. He be- 
rated Britain as a ‘“‘war monger”. He de- 
clared he has no intention to attack any 
country on the continent of America— 
which he was not asked to do. He said 
any country that wants assurances can 
get them by suing for them—and, infer- 
entially, paying the usual Hitler price. 

The one thing Herr Hitler did not do 
was answer the question that was asked. 
It had been assumed in Nazi circles and 
abroad that a thundering “No” would be 
his imperious reply to the President's pro- 
posal for a ten year, or twenty-five year, 
respite from war threat. But he didn’t do 
any thundering. He didn’t say “no” at 
all. He just talked all around the subject 
and left his intentions to conjecture, sur- 
mise and inference. With this added 
cause for apprehension, that he repudi- 
ated the naval treaty with Britain and the 
non-aggression treaty with. Poland— 
which, it may be suspected, he would have 
done anyway in his own good time. 

In its remote bearing on presert inter- 
national relations, the one slightly encour- 
aging feature of the speech was in its 
tone, not its content. The Fuehrer was 
less strident than in September, and less 
abusive in his references to the President 
than his kept press has been. But there 
is nothing in his evasive discourse to 
cause the threatened nations to stop 
forging their pruning hooks into spears 
and their ploughshares into swords. 


A “Government spokesfnan” at Berlin 
said on Thursday it was unlikely that 
official, detailed reaction to President 
Roosevelt's peace proposal would be forth- 
coming there before the Fuehrer spoke on 
Friday. The explanation was hardly 
necessary. Any official who opened his 
head on the subject before the Fuehrer 
had told him what to think would cer- 
tainly lose it figuratively—and perhaps in 
the physical sense as well.

A Japanese Disappointment 


The Japanese have made determined attacks, 
without any measure of success, on China’s cur- 
rency in North China, They were so confident 
of success that they went so far as to name March 
10 as the day when China’s national currency 
would be invalidated. Nevertheless, at the pre- 
sent moment, the national currency of the Re- 
public stands at 2.7 per cent higher than the 
puppet note in Tientsin. We in Hong Kong are 
happy that China’s currency has been stabilized 
in this manner since, as a shipping entrepot, we 
depend upon the continuation of trade with 
China, Stabilzation of China’s currency will also 
benefit other British possessions, including India, 
which no doubt will share in the trade resulting 
from the opening up of that vast hinterland, 
China’s western provinces.—Hong Kong Press. 


Conscription, Pro and Con 


LONDON.—Prime Minister Chamberlain's 
conscription program was attacked in the opposi- 
tion press as a blow against “great principles of 
our democracy,” and defended in pro-govern- 
ment papers. 

The Daily Herald (Labor) called cn the 
people to challenge conscription and carry on a 
relentless fight against the government's policy, 
branded as “clumsy tactlessness” by the Daily 
Mirror (Independent), 

“The fight against conscription,” said the 
Herald, “will go on. It will be continued not 
only in the house next week but in the country. 
It will and must go on, for this fight is one for 
great principles.” 

The News Chronicle (Liberal) argued: “The 
progressives in Great Britain have continually 
criticized the cabinet for its weakness in deal- 
ing with the dictators. But it by no means fol- 
lows that conscription is needed to enable Great 
Britain to contribute her full strength to the 
peace front.” 

“Do the Socialists (labor) really wish Britain 
to hoist the white flag?” the Daily Mail (inde- 
pendent) demanded. “Conscription has given 
new heart to our friends.” 

The debate in parliament proved that despite 
party antagonisms there was fundamental agree- 
ment on the “real issue—which was not the 
question of conscription or voluntary service, 
but determination to take part in all measures 
in helping to resist aggression,” the Daily Tele- 
graph (Conservative) declared. 

Commenting on the announcement that the 
King and Queen will travel to Canada on the 
Canadian Pacific liner Empress of Australia 
instead of the battle cruiser Repulse, the news- 
paper said: “The nation will share the dis- 
appointment of Their Majesties at the change of 
plan which has now become unavoidable through 
the forces of circumstances, but it is a dis- 
appointment which will be tempered with the 
Satisfaction of knowing that the Repulse will 
remain behind to occupy her rightful station as 
guardian of our empire and freedom.” 


“Reich Masters” Scourged 


For four years Martha Dodd, the daughter of the 
ex-United States Ambassador in Berlin, was 
in close touch with the Masters of Germany. 
Now in her new book, “My Years in Ger- 
many” (McLeod Ltd., Toronto), she teils how 
her curiosity turned to contempt and from 
contempt to burning bitter hatred for the 
Reich rulers. In the article below she gives 
a first-hand close-up view of them. 


“Hitler,” she says, “is one of the most fanati- 
cal and nearly insane men ruling any country of 
the modern world. He came to power with a 
poorly concealed arson trick, backed by irre- 
sponsible gangsters whom the world war had 
displaced in the German social set-up. 

“It is an idle pastime to try to distinguish be- 
tween the true and false legends about Hitler's 
Private life. He loved his mother, hated his 
father, had no connection at all with his brothers 
and sisters. 

“Denied normal emotional outlets, he has 
turned his wrath not upon himself but upon a 
nation of people and a world at large, where 
vengeance can be wreaked, his own agony of 
asceticism expressed in a whirlwind of rage, in 
cruelty and sadism scarcely known in the annals 
of any nation’s history. 

“One sees the madness, the betrayals, the 
complete lack of wisdom or intellectuality in 
Hitler's face. He himself thinks his will and 
wisdom irreproachable, peerless, indomitable, 
because they have worked so many times. 

“He will seek his Holy Grail of a Nazified 
Europe and a Hitlerized Nazidom, if, in his fever- 
ed dreams, he must first wade through the mire, 
blood and the war-inferno of a devastated 
Europe.” 
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Goering, Miss Dodd asserts, is a criminal of a 
different kidney. He was hated and loathed at 
the U.S. Embassy in Berlin, 

“Goering loves women, and has made no 
secret of it. He takes a rakish old man’s delight 
in ballet girls. ... The legend goes that he is 
aristocratic, born in the tradition of war heroes. 
... But im fact he is quite the opposite of the 
picture he tries to dr@v of himself, and which 
is drawn of him by other people in the party; he 
is the most vicious, reckless and dangerous man 
in Germany, 

“It is no wonder that my father said this man, 
along with Hitler and Goebbels, would never be 
invited to the Embassy, through his name, after 
the blood-purge of June 30.”

Dr. Goebbels is seen by this American girl 
as the brains of the Nazi movement. 

Physically, she says, he is revolting--“limp- 
ing as he drags the weight of a deformed foot 
behind him— gaunt, sallow-faced ... thin neck, 
large, protruding ears set low and curiously in 
his skull, a mouth that is both mobile and ex- 
cessively wide, a coarse, unattractively-formed 
nose.” 

Mentally, she claims, he is diabolically cruel, 
wickedly clever and utterly unscrupulous. 

It is a grim joke that his officia) title is “The 
Minister for Public Enlightenment.” 

Women in Nazy Germany, Miss Dodd writes, 
are glorified as breeding machines. Young girls 
from the age of ten onwards are taught to take 
care of their bodies so that they can bear as 
many children as the war machine may require.

On this continent, where he is now travelling, 
he told of efforts the Nazis had made to have him 
return to Germany. 

“What?” queried Remarque. “Sixty-five 
million people would like to get away from Ger- 
many, and I'm to go back home of my own free 
will? Not on your life!”

Italy has four, 
BRITAIN’S armies abroad. She offers a large 
TWO FEARS’ exposed front in the Mediter- 


ranean. With her navy smashed 
or driven to harbor her armies abroad will be 
useless. Bywater gives Italy two weeks before 
her navy will be useless. After that she will be 
an incubus on her ally as was Austria in the 
Great War. 

Even with the German fleet to augment 
Italy’s, the totalitarian navies would be out-gun- 
ned by the Mediterranean squadrons of Britain 
and France. Had the so-called democracies not 
aided Italy and Germany to make Spain a Fascist 
state, the Mediterranean cockpit would have pre- 
sented fewer difficulties, Franco’s declaration 
of neutrality during the September crisis when 
he had his hands full with the Spanish Loyalists 
can no longer be relied on. Spain now will be 
lined up with the totalitarian powers. 

Yet Britain and France will do everything 
short of surrender of their national self-respect 
to avert a war. Hitler and Mussolini have only 
one fear—the fear of defeat. England and France 
probably fear victory next only to defeat. Bri- 
tish Conservatism supported Hitler as a barrier 
against the spread of democracy. Nuisance to 
peace as he is, they prefer him to the threat of 
self-conscious democracy. 
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The private-profit system, with long working 
hours for a subdued working class and millions 
on relief, that Conservatism fears to part from, 
has supplied Hitler and Mus- 
solini with the means to make 
aggressions on weak neigh- 
bors and throw scares into the 
larger powers. For the lure of private profits, 
the dictators have been supplied with the metals 
and oi] they need for purposes of war. Even if 
war never comes, the so-called democracies are 
paying heavily in cash and jitters for private 
profits on munitions.

This is one day in the year when 
I should Jike to be flag director ail 
along the frontier between the 
United States and Canada and be 
able to issue instructions to the 
British legation at Washington and 
the various consulates in the United 
States and to the United States le- 
gation in London and to every U.S. 
consular in the British Common- 
wealth of T’ations and the rest of 
the British Empire. 

I would have the flags of the two 
countries fly side by side all day 
long just to remind those at home 
that this is the birthday of Inter- 
national Peace in North America 
and to afford an example to the 
rest of the world. 

It was on April 29, 1817, 132 years 
ago, that Sir Charles Bagot and 
Secretary Rush affixed their signa- 
tures to what was to become one of 
the world’s greatest historical dotu. 
ments, The suggestion to limit 
armaments on the great lakes was 
of British origin; that is why I 
prefer the Bagot-Rush agreement to 
the more popular Rush-Bagot agree- 
ment, There was then no intention 
to extend the limitation of arma. 
ments to any other section of the 
frontier. Indeed, at the time, the 
U.S. war department had on hand 
a very elaborate plan for the erete 
tion of forts from the Maine’ bounds 
ary right across the continent. But 
wiser counsel prevailed. There soon 
developed differences between Bri- 
tain and the United States about the 
Maine and Oregon boundaries and 
other matters, but the spirit en. 
gendered by the success of the lakes 
agreement prevailed over hostile 
voices, and ever since every matter 
in dispute between Britain and the 
republic, and latterly between the 
Dominion and the republic, hes 
been settled by frien&ly arbitration, 

Some Canadians may think that 
Canada got the worst of some of 
these arbitrations, but even if that 
was the case, it was betler than 
war, And s0 today we should al] 
pay tribute to the fathers of that 
peace agreement which has given 
us our unfortified frontier of more 
than 3,000 miles and made us an 
object lesson to the whole world 
that it is possible to live side by 
side in peace and be, as President 
Roosevelt is so fond of emphasiz- 
ing, “Good Neighbors.”

Rabbit meat should be placed 
with the diserable proteins and 
should be used far more often than 
it is. The food value of the flesh 
of domesticated rabbit is consider- 
ed equal to that of beef, with the 
exception that the rabbit does not 
contain as much as the beef. I 
believe that the smaller percentage 
of fat in the rabbit meat makes it 
preferable in some instances, es- 
pecially with those who find fat 
meat hard to digest. 

At any rate, most people digest 
rabbit is excellent, being delicate 
able protein. 

The flavor of the domesticated 
rabbit is evcellent, being delicate 
and mild. The flesh, when proper- 
ly cooked, will be found to be 
tender and sweet. The wild rabbit 
has a darker meat and a more 
gamy flavor, 

The domesticated rabbit meat is 
remarkably free from disease and 
you are therefore assured of get- 
ting a healthful food wnen using it. 


Most people use the young rabbit 


for frying. If the rabbit is from 
two to three months old it will 
weigh from three pounds upward. 
I do not particularly recommend

frying as a method of preparation, 
but find that these young rabbits 
may be broiled with good results. 

The larger rabbit, sometimes re- 
ferred to as a “Hare,” will weigh 
much more and may be profitably 


| used for roasting. For example, the 


large Belgian Hare type may be 
stuffed with Melba Toast Dressing 
and roasted in the same manner as 
chicken or turkey. One of these 
rabbit roasts will provide an ex- 
cellent meat for the Sunday din- 
ner 

My patients tell me that not all 
butchers carry rabbit. I therefore 
suggest that it is a good idea when 
you are planning a rabbit dinner, 
to ask your butcher in advance to 
get one for you. In this way you 
will be sure to get a rabbit of the 
weight you want, on the day you 
want it: 

Once you get into the habit of 
using rabbit meat, you will con- 
tinue to do so, and the family will 
appreciate the change from other 
meats, When the family tires of 
beef, pork, lamb, mutton, fish or 
chicken, try rabbit for a change. 

The cold cooked rabbit may be 
used in packing lunches, substitut- 
ing it for cold, cooked chicken. 
With this proteir food, supply a 
warm vegetable such as_ string 
beans in a thermos bottle, and 
some raw vegetable wrapped in 
waxed paper such as celery or let- 


tuce, This combination will pro- 
vide a nourishing and satisfying 
luncheon. 

Next summer when you are 


planning picnics, try taking rabbit 
along once in awhile. You will dis- 
cover the size is convenient. 

If you reise your own rabbits for 
eating purposes you will find they 
may be ecconomically fed and 
require no more care than chick- 
ens. AS a general rule the dressed 
weight is about half of the live 
weight. 

Rabbits have been domesticated 
for such a long time, that more 
varieties have been produced than 
is the case with any other animal 
except the dog, it is claimed. While 
some varieties are bred especially 
for fur-bearing. others have been 
bred to produce rabbits of good 
eating qualities. 

Learn to use more rabbit in the 
diet, You will find it is easily di- 
gested, delicious as to flavor, and 
that it supplies a desirable change.

tailed instruction in photography 
but for convenience a brief review 
of the essentials will be given here. 
Have three shallow dishes, trays or 


saucers one inch deep, for the solu- 
tions used; developer, shortstop, 
fixer. Two lights are needed; one 
very dim for general illumination 
(about 7%4watt) and the other 


printing (about 40 watt). Always 
keep the paper closely covered or it 
will be spoiled. 

For a printing frame use a sheet 
of cardboard hinged to a smal! sheet 
of thin clean glass with surgical 
tape. To make the prints place a 
sheet of the sensitive paper on the 
cardboard backing with the shiny 
side toward the glass. Place a 
negative between the paper and the 
glass and be careful to have the 
glossy side of the negative face the 
glass. Hold the sandwich tight and 
flat about six inches in from the 
40 watt lamp and let the light 
shine on it about five seconds. Then 
turn it off, take out the printing 
paper and place in developer for 
about one minute. Rinse in the 
shortstop bath about 30 seconds 
then fix for five minutes. 

If the picture is now too black or 
too white make another one the 
same way changing the time of 
exposure to the lamp and always 
developing for one minute. Ex- 
posure of the second one for three 
or four seconds will make the print 
lighter than the first one or by 
exposing six or more seconds the 
bo rg will be darker. Usually a

An ordinary model airplane is 
powered by a wound-up rubber 


band, but gas models are run by 
one-cylinder engines with gas tanks 
having a capacity of one-ounce. 
They have a speed of about 25 
m.p.h. The construction is much 
like that of an ordinary model ex- 
cept that it is larger and more 
ruggedly built. The fuselage is 
made of solid wood to withstand 
the throbbing of the engine. The 
motor runs on a mixture of white 
gas and oil, and the tank is only 
filled for a two-to-three minute 
flight. Anything greater than that 
might take the plane out of sight. 
A tankful might last as long as 
twenty minutes. 

If present plams are carried out 
the model ships will be licensed, 
registered and numbered the same 
as real planes. This will aid the 
recovery of any that may be caught 
in an up-draught and carried out 
of sight, as one of Doug's ordinary 
models was a few weeks ago. It 
will also serve to keep a check on 
reckless members. Anyone trying 
a dangerous or foolish stunt will 
have his number taken and the 
offender will be “grounded.” 

Asked about his own plans for 
this year, Doug seemed anxious to 
try out the model he has just com- 
pleted, and which he hopes to enter 
in the meet at the Toronto exhibi- 
tion.
